STATUS OF MEANDER 


LINE IS NOW DECIDED 


Judge Pike Hands Down Important Decision Which Sets at 


Rest Matter Never Previously Before State Courts in 


This Form—Median Line Holds 


Judge Pike has rendered a decision 


in the suit of the Reno Brewing Com- 
pany against I. Packard a#! George 
F. Wells that is of much importance 
to a great many people, as it estab- 
lishes a precedent in a matter which 
has never beforp'come before 
the 


courts of this state in precisely the 
same manner. 


The decision practically wipes out 


the vexah question of 
the 
famous 


meander line as applied to streams 
that are navigable in the sense that 
the Truckee is, so far as the rights 
of nroperty holders, 
whose 
'titles 


might have been questioned, is con- 
cerned. 


The meander line, asr it has hereto- 


fore been commonly understood, is an 
Imaginary line \yhieh acted to cut 
out the sinuosities of a stream, and at 
the some time retain for ths state 
those lands lying between the line anil 
the actual margin of the stream. 


Under this decision, the medial line 


of tho stream becomes the boundary 
lines of properties lying on opposite 
sides of the streanf, and the line upon 
which property so 
situated 
abuts 


Hence it follows that the state has 
no lands dependant for their demar- 


cation 6n the meander line, and thai 
all private lands having the river for 


boundary, abut on a line midway in 


the stream. 


The decision in this case does not 


have to do with the situation or ow- 
nership of islands in the stream, this 
point being covered by former su- 
preme court rulings, which hold tha( 
an island in the river abuts on a med-. 
ial line of the main channel of the 
river which forms the island. Thus, 
if A had a property on the north side 
of the river, and B owned lands on 
the south side of the stream, and an 
island between Die two was claimed 
by both, under the ruling referred to, 
it would abut on, and belong to, th.-> 
land from which it was separated by 
the minor fork or channel of the 
river. 


Other meander lines exist in the de- 


lineation of salt waters, such as bays 
and marsh lands, but they are not 
applicable to this state. 


Iii the suit f->r the decision of which 


the present decision was rendered, 
Attorney Boyd represented the plain- 
tiff, and Attorney Dixon the defendant, 
the decision being for the plaintiff. 
Attorney Dixon immediately filed a 
bill of exceptions to the decisions.

Worth the money, or he 
doesn't want them. Just the same, lots of mien 
are paying their good money for cheap cotton- 
mixed goods, and they think they're being real 
economical because they get such clothes for a 
little less than all-wool would cost. 


This cotton-mixed stuff is certainly very de- 


ceiving; even expert clothing men find it diffi- 
cult at times to tell whether or not a fabric has 
cotton in it. As for the inexperienced wearer, 
weVe seen fabrics that looked good enough to 
sell at $20 for the suit that were at least 60 per 
cent cotton ; really worth about $6 the suit. 


You get no such "flim-flam" here; we know 


what Hart Schaffner & Marx clothes are; so 
do you. The makers have left no doubt about it. 
They say "all-wool" and live up to it.
